Oi vinff Cleveland a Ciootl Character. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A dispatch to 


the World from Washington, dated the 
15th, says: It is believed that the forth- 
coming annual report of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission will giTe the Cleveland 
Administration a certificate of good 
character and criticise sharply the Civil 
Service reformers of the George Wil- 
liam Curtis school. Commissioner Ed- 
munds, in conversation, said that, in 
his judgment, under the law the form 
ot removal is more respected than it was 
before the Civil Service law was enacted. 
He maintained that it is the duty of the 
Commission to procure good and com- 
petent persons for classified service, and 
when that is done its duty is ended. 
Continuing, he added: "In the report 
I shall take very decided ground against 
these investigations or indefinite charges 
by irresponsible persons. I shall be 
pretty severe upon the Chicago Civil 
Service League, who made charges and 
had nothing to sustain them. Such or- 
ganizations should attend to their le- 
gitimate business. No official is bound 
to give reasons for the dismissal of sub- 
ordinates." 


Protecting; stock From Insects. 


At this season of the year, says the 


Scientific American, the 
annoyance 


caused to animals by flies and mosqui- 
toes often amounts to positive agony 
and at all times, in what is called good 
weather, is sufficient to prevent the 
stock eating enough to keep them in 
good condition. The animals will stand 
In the water or pass the greater part of 
the day in the shade rather than expose 
themselves to the sunshine, going out 
to eat only when driven out by hunger. 
They quickly loose flesh, the flow of 
milk shrinks, and a loss is incurred that 
cannot be make easily good again. At 
all times a good feed of grain is bene- 
ficial to stock, but it is especially so 
when flies are very annoying, since it 
would do much to prevent the shrink- 
age in flesh and milk. Horses and 
milch cows may be protected, in a great 
measure, by wiping them all over with 
a sponge dipped in soap suds in which 
a little carbolic acid has been mixed.

Wlutt Xt Says of the Keaenrce* »nd 


Prospects of H«vartiv 


The following from the annual re- 


port of United States Surveyor General 
Irish is published: 


"I know of no part of the United 


States where farming has a larger or 
more certain return, than do the culti- 
vated land of Nevada. Tillage depends 
now upon irrigation, bat observation 
convinces me that alfalfa and other valu- 
able crops could be raised in many 
places without irrigation, or, at most, 
using for the purpose the flood waters 
that rush out of the mountain defiles in 
the Springtime from the early melting 
snows. 


" There IB much yet to learn of Ne- 


vada's tillable lands, for farming is in its 
infancy here. By the State reports for 
January, 1887, I learn that at that date 
theru were only 120 square miles of 
tilled land in the State. 
" Making an approximate estimate 


from maps in my possession, I find that 
about 50,000 square miles of the surface 
of Nevada is occupied by mountain 
ranges ; 41,000 of what are classified as 
deserts, and the remaining 21,000 square 
miles is made up of rich agricultural 
land, needing only water and the care of 
the husbandman to produce valuable 
crops, and give the State a sturdy, 
steadfast 
population and increasing 


wealth, which, added to the mineral 
output, and the value of the vast herds 
of cattle, sheep and horses which the 
State will support, will put Nevada in 
the front rank of States. 


" The cattle interest is now equal to, 


if not ahead of the mining interest in 
value and importance. Great herds are 
to be found in every quarter of the 
State. The animals are herded at the 
foot of the mountains and in the valleys 
daring the Winter season, and in the 
Summer upon the mountains. 
The 


ownars of these herds perceive that they 
hove oevrstocked the country to such 
an extent that the bunoh grass and other 
herbage which made it valuable as graz- 
ing country, are rapidly disappearing. 
This fact has turned their attention to 
raising hay for Winter feed, and out of 
the demand for hay has come a use for 
the State's tillable lands in production. 
This demand from this one source will 
increase from year to year, and will be 
reinforced by other demands for lands 
for other purposes and by other classes. 


"As the law now stands it is nest to 


impossible for the owner of a herd 
of 
cattle to 
acquire 
title to 
the 


lands which he must occupy in order to 
successfully carry on his business. The 
law should be so amended as that the 
mountain and desert lands may be 
acquired in large grazing tracts as cattle 
ranges, reserving the water right for the 
use of those who wish the waters of the 
canyons for agricultural purposes on the 
plains below. I can see no reason why 
these otherwise useless tracts, eo great 
is area, should not by law b£ made as 
available for the purposes of stock rais- 
ing, and become consequently a source 
of revenue to the.State and to the Union, 
as ere the mineral lands which are BO 
carefully reserved and made available 
to the prospector and mineral claimant. 
As it is now, these vast mountain chains 
and wide desert plains, are a yearly bat. 
tie-ground, upon 
which 
contending 


herdsmen meet, and by 'wager of battle" 
decide who shall use them. 
" It is not equal and exact justice to 


all classes of citizens, where the delver 
in one source of wealth is fully pro- 
tected in bis rights because he has been 
tne luoky discoverer of a mineral ledge, 
or a bed of salt, borax or soda, which 
his fellow citizens, just aa acceptable 
and equally industrious, is denied all 
rights, and, forced by the law, becomes 
an Ismaelite, protecting and supporting 
his property by the strong arm. If ha 
acquire any rights at all under the law, 
be must do it by fraud. 


"As I have said before, the cattle in- 


terest is next to, if indeed it does not 
outrank mining. This being eo, this 
class of capitalists is entitled to as much 
consideration at the hands of Congress 
as any other producers in the State or 
in the country. It costs but little to ob- 
tain a mining claim, while it coats among 
thousands to establish a cattle herd 
and yet its owner is denied an abiding 
place, is driven from mountain to plain, 
and from plain to mountain, at the will 
of his adversary, while the mining 
claimant is secure in all his rights. 


" Give the ownership of the useless 


mountains and desert plains of Nevada, 
by just and equitable laws, to the own- 
ers of the cattle interests, and at once 
their millions of invested capital will 
make itself manifest in flowing wells tip- 
on the desert, prosperous ranches upon 
the mountain sides and tops, and that 
which is now worthless to the State will 
become a fixed source of wealth and 
power.",
